That  single  game 
however  was  the  culmination  of  something  that  did  not  occur  on  one  single  day,  at  one  single 
moment  in  time,  but  was  a  process  that  a  group  of  twelve  young  men  undertook  starting  in 
November.  That  project  we  will  call  “The  Team  Project”.  Coach  Holmes  and  I  are  firm  believers  that 
only  through  maximizing  the  power  of  all  members  of  a  team,  and  all  of  the  skills  of  these  members, 
can  one  win  a  Championship.  In  this  era  of  the  glory  of  Individual  accomplishment,  sometimes  the 
concept  of  the  whole  being  greater  than  the  sum  of  its  parts  get  lost. 

Little  things  like  getting  to  practice  on  time,  building  up  your  teammates  rather  than  tearing  them 
down,  understanding  your  role  on  the  floor  is  to  contribute  to  the  team’s  success,  not  your  own. 
These  were  hard  lessons  in  the  first  few  months. 

What  we  told  the  boys  In  November  is  that  if  they  committed  themselves  to  each  other,  and  If  they 
committed  themselves  to  winning  as  a  team,  they  had  a  chance  to  win  a  Championship.  Too  often 
however  ego  gets  in  the  way.  We  are  however  happy  to  say  that  this  group  of  twelve  young  men 
committed  themselves  to  each  other,  and  to  playing  the  game  the  right  way.  Thankfully  on  two 
glorious  days  In  early  March  they  were  rewarded  for  this  commitment  with  near  perfect  expressions 
of  team  basketball  in  beating  both  Crescent  in  the  semi-final,  and  dominating  St.  Mike’s  in  the  finals 
to  win  a  CISAA  Championship.
